A cofferdam is in course of construc­ 
tion on the west side of tin* Harlem 
river at One H undred and Forty-fourth 
street, where the subw ay turns eas| 
from Lenox avenue to dive under tbs 
Harlem across Into the Bronx. 
A 
long excavation has been dredged from 
the river’s edge half way to Lenox 
avenue, and ut the pier line the coffer­ 
dam is being built. 
It is about thirty 
feet long and ten feet wide and Is of 
the heaviest lumber. 
For several weeks the carpenters and 
divers have been laboriously construct- 


THE DIVER RESCUES HIS MATK. 
Jng the fram ew ork of the cofferdam. 
Five tiers of the tim bers had been a r­ 
ranged, extending to a depth of forty- 
live feet, to tile river’s bed. 
The work of inclosing the timbers 
w ith heavy waterproof planking, called 
sheeting, by the contractor began on 
the day of the accident which nearly 
cost Ny a strum his life. 
The iirst section had been lowered 
through forty-five feet of w ater and 
pile driven through ten f<*et of river 
bottom when the m ishap occurred that 
alm ost cost N yastrum his life. Ile was 
on the river’s bottom, feeling bis way 
in Hie muddy blackness around tin* 
subsurface structure, signaling the car­ 
penters above w hether or not the pile 
driven sheeting was being driven cor­ 
rectly. 
The w ater was so muddy and 
opaque th at he could see nothing and 
had to depend entirely upon the sense 
of touch. 
Two cleats on th e edge of the section 
of sheeting form ed a groove intended 
to receive a single cleat on the next 
sect iou to follow. 
One more tap from 
the pile driver and everything would 
have been in place, but a bit of the 
cleating sprung from the timber to 
which it had been spiked. 
A project­ 
ing bit of tim ber on the submerged 
fram e probably caused the cleat to 
spring from Its place. Unknown to the 
diver, his air pipe encircled the pro­ 
jecting cleating aud in another moment 
w as pinched in the tim bers and his 
supply of oxygen cut off. 
Nyastrum knew at once th at only the 
most pressing emergency would cause 
th e men at the airpum ps on the docks 
to cease supplying him with air. 
He ^ 
gave the signal on his lifeline for more • 
air, but none came. 
“Then I tugged a t my air hose to see 
w hether It was clear,” said Nyastrum 
after he had recovered from his partial 
suffocation. 
"It was not clear, and 
then I realized th a t the trouble was 
below the surface. 
I felt along its 
length until I found where it was 
pinched behind Hie cleating. 
I pulled 
a t the cleating to draw it away, but It 
was wedged too tightly.

Maguello Cnbreros. alias John Do­ 
minguez. alias John Lure. three years . 
ago was sentenced by Judge Appleglas 
to serve a term In the cunrtel at En­ 
senada for horse stealing. 
During the t 
trial Cabreros threatened the judge. 
" lf you sentence me.” he said. "I i 
will break out of prison, and I will 
wait for you and kill you.” 
Three months afterw ard Cabreros \ 
broke jail. At tlrst the magistrate w as | 
uneasy. 
"Do not lie afraid, sir. H e Is a cow-, 
nrd.” T hus did the Judge’s friends en 
deavor to reassure him. 
One day the Judge, accompanied by j 
his private secretary, was driving over- j 
laud from Tin Ju an a to Ensenada. At 
the mouth of C o n n e r canyon they 
were stopped by Cnbreros, who had 
gathered about him a hand of lawless 
ruffians. 
No one will ever know w hether the 
alarm ed m agistrate begged for mercy. 
lf he spoke, his cries fell upon ears of 
stone. 
The bandits led the prisoners 
from Courcer canyon to ltyerson can­ 
yon. 
Three days later the bodies were 
found. 
T h at of Appleglas was nailed 
to a live oak tree by the loose flesh. 
The body of the secretary hung dan ­ 
gling by a rope. 
Both were fearfully 
mutilated. 
T he 
horses which 
had 
pulled Hie buckboard were haltered to 
a cottonwood tree. The half famished 
anim als had stripped the tree of bark 
as high as they could reach. 
Maguello Cnbreros is the most In­ 
sanely cruel man in all the wild his­ 
tory of Lower California. 
Ile is the most wildly picturesque 
figure in a country In whirl) there is 
much lawlessness. 
Ile began Ii irs ca­ 
reer as a horse thief. 
When he left for 
Sonora, Mexico, he w as known to have 
murdered thirty men.

and their execution lias inflicted such 
exquisite, agonizing torture upon his 
victims th a t on hearing of his a p ­ 
proach men and women fled in te n o r 
from their farm s to the hills.

While 
working on. the river bed ids supply of 
air was cut oft', and before a compan­ 
ion could release him from his perilous 
position he became unconscious. 
His 
cseape from death was almost miracu­ 
lous. Nelson Ericsson, his mate, worked 
half an hour before he was able to 
bring him to the surface. 
A cofferdam Is in course of construc­ 
tion 011 the west side of the Harlem 
river at O n e Hundred and Forty-fourth 
street, where the subway turns ensj 
from Lenox avenue to dive under th* 
Harlem across Into the Bronx. 
A 
long excavation has been dredged from 
the river's edge half way to Lenox 
avenue, and at the pier line the coffer­ 
dam is being built. 
It is about thirty 
feet long and ten feet wide and is of 
the heaviest lumber. 
For several weeks the carpenters and 
divers have been laboriously construct-

Bandit Killed Judge 
Who Sentenced Him 


THE DIYKIt RESCUES HIS MATE. 
Jug the framework of tin* cofferdam. 
Five tiers of the timbers had been ar­ 
ranged, extending to a depth of forty- 
live feet, to the river’s bed. 
The work of inclosing the timbers 
w ith heavy waterproof planking, called 
sheeting, by the contractor began on 
tin* day of the accident which nearly 
cost Nyastrum his life. 
The tirst section had been lowered 
through forty live feet of water and 
pile driven through ten feet of river 
bottom when the mishap occurred that 
almost cost Nyastrum his life. He was 
on the river’s bottom, feeling ids way 
In the muddy blackness around tin* 
subsurface structure, signaling the car­ 
penters above whether or not the pile 
driven sheeting was being driven cor­ 
rectly. The water was so muddy and 
opaque ttint he could see nothing and 
had to depend entirely upon tlie sense 
of touch. 
Two cleats on the edge of the section 
of sheeting formed a groove intended 
to receive a single cleat on the next 
section to follow. 
One more tap from 
the pile driver and everything would 
have been in place, but a bit of the 
deating sprung from the timber to 
which it had been spiked. 
A project­ 
ing bit of timber on tlie submerged 
frame probably caused the cleat to 
spring from Its place. I’nknown to the 
diver, his air pipe encircled the pro­ 
jecting cleating a ud in another moment 
was pinched In the timbers and his 
supply of oxygen cut off. 
Nyastrum knew at once that only the 
most pressing emergency would cause 
the men at the alrpumps on tlie docks 
to cease supplying him with air. 
He 
gave the signal on his lifeline for more 
air, but none came. 
“Then I tugged at my air hose to see 
whether It was clear.” said Nyastrum 
after he had recovered from his partial 
suffocation. 
“It was not clear, and 
then 1 realised that the trouble was 
below the surface. 
I felt along its 
length until I found where it was 
pinched behind the cleating. 
I pulled 
at the cleating to draw it away, but k 
was wedged too tightly. 
“ Mv helpers on the surface under­ 
stood right away that there was trou­ 
ble. They tried to pull me to the sur­ 
face, but the air pipe wouldn’t let me 
rise more than a few feet, 
then they 
hurried the other diver, Nelson Erica- 
fcoii, into ids suit and sent him below 
to help me. 
lie was resting ou the 
iloat we divers used wbeu I 
was 
caught. 
“It all took time for me to find out 
what had stopped tb« air supply, for j 
Ericsson to get to u e and to gro|»e 
about to learn what he trouble was.

One of the worst desperadoes known 
to the history of crime on this conti­ 
nent Is Maguello Cabreros, the bandit. 
He is tlie man who escaped from the 
jail at Ensenada, in Lower California, 
and tortured and killed the judge who 
had sentenced him to his term of im­ 
prisonment there and also killed the 
judge's 
private 
secretary. 
He has 
slain no less than thirty men and is 
still on the bloody road which leads to 
the scaffold. 
Maguello Cabreros. alias John Do­ 
minguez, alias John Luce, three years 
ago was sentenced by Judge Appleglas 
to serve a term in the cuartel at En­ 
senada for hors** stealing. During the 
trial Cabreros threatened the judge. 
“If you sentence me,” lu* said, “I 
will break out of prison, and I will 
wait for you and kill you." 
Three months afterward Cabreros 
broke Jail. At first the magistrate was 
uneasy. 
“Do not bo afraid, sir. He Is a cow­ 
ard.” Thus did the judge’s friends en­ 
deavor to reassure him. 
One day the judge, accompanied by 
his private secretary, was driving over­ 
land from Tin Juana to Ensenada. At 
the mouth of Courcer canyon th**y 
were stopped by Cabreros, who had 
gathered about him a band of lawless 
ruffians. 
No one will ever know whether the 
alarmed magistrate begged for mercy. 
If he spoke, his cries fell upon oafs of 
stone. 
The bandits led tin* prisoners 
from Courcer canyon to Kyerson can­ 
yon. 
Three days later the bodies were 
found. 
That of Appleglas was nailed 
to a live oak tree by the loose flesh. 
The body of the secretary hung dan­ 
gling by a rope. 
Both were fearfully 
mutilated. 
The horses which had 
pulled tin* buck board were haltered to 
a cottonwood tree. The half famished 
animals had stripped the tree of bark 
as high as they could reach. 
Maguello Cabreros is the most In­ 
sanely cruel man in all the wild his­ 
tory of Lower California. 
lie is the most wildly picturesque 
figure In a country In which there is 
much lawlessness. 
He began ids ea 
reer as a horse thief. 
When he left for 
Sonora, Mexico, he was known to haw* 
murdered thirty men. 
Ills crimes are 
so heartless, bloodthirsty and revolting 
and their execution has Inflicted such 
exquisite, agonizing torture ujmn his 
victims tHat on hearing of his ap­ 
proach men and women fled In terror 
from their farms to the hills. 
One of the most fearful crimes of 
Cabreros was perpetrated upon “John 
tlie Swede,” one John Martin, an em­ 
ployee at the big Guadalupe ranches. 
Martin had once had a dispute with 
Cabreros in regard to a horse race.

The delicate covering bursts on the 
protruding hack and forms a uiinia 
tore boat, out of which the mosquito 
thru is Its head with its appendages, 
ils wings and front pair of legs.

must now take tline to straighten and 
dry its legs ami wings. This Is a crit­ 
ical time, for the slightest agitation of 
the water would cap,i/e Its little boat, 
and it would drow n. 
Now it places Its front foot upon the

long excavation has been dredged from 
the river’s edge half way to Lenox 
avenue, and ut the pier line the coffer­ 
dam Is being built.

For several weeks the carpenters and 
divers have been laboriously construct-

Bandit Killed Judge 
Who Sentenced Him 


THE DIVKB RESCUES HIS MATK. 
Ing the fram ework of the cofferdam. 
Five tiers of the tim bers bad been a r­ 
ranged, extending to a depth of forty- 
live feet, to the river’s bed. 
The work of inclosing the timbers 
with heavy waterproof planking, called 
sheeting, by the contractor bogan on 
the day of the accident which nearly 
cost Nyastrum his life. 
The first section had been lowered 
through forty five feet of w ater and 
pile driven through ten feet of river 
bottom when the mishap occurred that 
alm ost cost Nyastrum his life. Ile was 
on the river’s bottom, feeling bis way 
in the muddy blackness around the 
subsurface structure, signaling the car­ 
penters above w hether or not the pile 
driven sheeting was being driven cor­ 
rectly. The w ater was so muddy and 
opaque th a t he could see nothing and 
had to depend entirely upon tile sense 
of touch. 
Two cleats on the edge of tile section 
of sheeting formed a groove intended 
to receive a single cleat on the next 
section to follow. One more tap from 
the pile driver and everything would 
have been in place, but a bit of the 
cleating sprung from the timber to 
which it had been spiked. 
A project­ 
ing bit of timber on the submerged 
fram e probably caused tile cleat to 
spring from its place. Unknown to the 
diver, ids air pipe encircled the pro­ 
jecting cleating and in another moment 
was pinched in tile timbers and bis 
supply of oxygen cut off. 
Nyastrum knew at once that only the 
most pressing emergency would cause 
tho men at the airpum ps on the docks 
to cease supplying him with air. 
He 
gave the signal on ins lifeline for more 
air, but none came. 
“Then I tugged at my air hose to see 
whether it was d ear,” said Nyastrum 
after lie had recovered from his partial 
suffocation, 
“It was not clear, and 
then I realized th at the trouble was 
below the surface. 
I felt along it* 
length until I found where it was 
pinched behind the cleating. 
I pulled 
at the cleating to draw it away, but It 
was wedged too tightly. 
“My helpers on the surface under­ 
wood right away th at there was trou­ 
ble. They tried to pull me to tile sur­ 
face, lint the air pipe wouldn’t let me 
rise more than a few feet. Then they 
hurried the other diver, Nelson Erics­ 
son. into his suit and sent him below 
me. 
Ile was resting on the 
divers used when I was 


One of the worst desperadoes known 
to the history of crime on this conti­ 
nent is Maguello ('a br eros, the bandit. 
He is the man who escaped from the 
jail at Ensenada, in Lower California, 
and tortured and killed the judge who 
had sentenced him to his term of im­ 
prisonment there and also killed the 
judge’s 
private 
secretary. 
He has 
slaiu no less than thirty men and is 
still on the bloody road which leads to 
the sea ffold. 
Maguello Cabreros, alias John Do­ 
minguez, alias John Luce, three years 
ago was sentenced by Judge Appleglas 
to serve a term In the cuartel at En­ 
senada for horse stealing. During the 
trial Cabreros threatened the judge. 
“If you sentence me,” he said, “I 
will break out of prison, and I will 
wait for you and kill you.” 
Three months afterw ard Cabreros 
broke jail. At first the m agistrate was 
uneasy. 
“I>o not be afraid, sir. He is a cow­ 
ard.” Thus did the Judge’s friends en­ 
deavor to reassure him. 
One day tile judge, accompanied by 
ids private secretary, was driving over­ 
land from Tin Jnana to Ensenada. At 
the mouth of Courcer canyon they 
■were stopped by Cabreros, who had 
gathered about him a band of lawless 
ruffians. 
No one will ever know whether the 
alarm ed m agistrate begged for mercy. 
lf he spoke, his cries fell upon cays of 
stone. 
Tile bandits led the prisoners 
from Courcer canyon to Kyerson can­ 
yon. 
Three days later the bodies were 
found. 
T hat of Appleglas was nailed 
to a live oak tree by the loose fle*h. 
The body of the secretary hung dan­ 
gling by a rope. 
Both were fearfully 
m utilated. 
The horses which had 
pulled the buckboard were haltered to 
a cottonwood tree. The half famished 
anim als had s trip e d the tree of hark 
as high as they could reach. 
Maguello Cabreros is the most In­ 
sanely cruel man in all the wild his­ 
tory of Lower California. 
Ile is the most wildly picturesque 
figure In a country In which there Is 
much lawlessness. 
Ile began bis ca­ 
reer as a horse thief. When he left for 
Sonora, Mexico, he was known to have 
murdered thirty men. 
Ills crimes are 
so heartless, bloodthirsty and revolting 
and their execution has Inflicted such 
exquisite, agonizing torture upon his 
victims th at on hearing of his ap­ 
proach men and wromon fled In terror 
from their farm s to the hills. 
One of the most fearful crimes of 
Cabreros was perpetrated upon “John 
the Swede.” one John Martin, an em­ 
ployee at the big Guadalupe ranches. 
M artin had once had a dispute with 
Cabreros in regard to a burse race.

give him the medicine, if he needs It, 
in a disguised form. 
“There are thousands of people who 
labor under the conviction that they 
cannot take quinine and will tell you j 
that they have never taken it in their 
lives, while at the same time they may I 
be taking large doses of it. The taste 
of quinine is hard to disguise, but lf 
administered In a pill the patient can 
he made to take it and never suspect 
w hat he has swallowed. The trouble 
Is the patient is apt to recognize a 
quinine pill by Its appearance, to bus 
peet, bite into the pill and thus dis­ 
cover your ruse. To obviate this diffi­ 
culty druggists now have pills of qui­ 
nine made in odd shapes and colors. 
Pink pills, containing nothing but qui­ 
nine and a little harmless coloring m at­ 
ter, arc a favorite form for use In oases 
w here an ontiquiuine crank has to be 
medicated. In giving a placebo It Is not 
wise to have it taste too well. The pa­ 
tient is apt to suspect lf you do. And 
bo guru that you gravely Impress upon 
the patient that only a teaspoonful Is 
to be taken at a time and that at stabs! 
intervals. The whole virtue of a place­ 
bo exists In the solemnity and impor­ 
tance with which you surround it.”—

EAKLY every one is familiar 
with

though

fact that it in a malignant little erea

Man could perhaps live and thrive 
without

pestiferous

though uncounted m illions of them are 
daily consumed as foot I by other in 
sects, birds and various oilier animals 
which tin minister to our rn i ds. 
Though we may almost lie driven to 
distraction by tile hum and the bitt' of 
tile mosquito on warm summer cieii 
lug's, 
espeehilly 
after 
flays, yet if the boys anti gil ls who arc 
looking for something to Interest them 
will catch one of these little creatures 
arid lire their sharp eyes intelligently 
they will soon lost* all thought of the 
I*;iiii anti vexation it lins caused them 
and become so much Interested that 
father and mother will la* led to look 
too.

In the butterfly, grasshopper, hee, 
beetle ami many other insects we have 
been used to seeing four wings, but 
now we find only two in the mosquito. 
Just behind tin* wings are what the 
books call 
tin1 
balances, 
tw o 
little 
stalks with a knob at tin* butt end of 
each. 
The balances are all that is left 
of xvhat was once (so naturalists tell I 
us) the hinder parts of wings In tho j 
remote ai! i try cf the iii ; quito. ^ our 
lnagnlHer xviii help you to see things 
which to those unacquainted with in 
sect life may seem very strange. 
T he mosquito, like all true Insects, 
has six legs. 
If you will look closely, 
you will see that the muscles which 
move the Joints do not cover the skul 
clon, but are inside this framework, 
w hich is not made of bone, lint a horn 
like substance called chitin. 
The whole boily is made up of Joints. 
of which the abdomen contains ten. 
The tw o wings are very gauzy and 
have a very delicate framework of 
tubes. 
They 
are 
about 
the 
same 
length as tile abdomen and are bori 
fontal. 
Besides the six long legs and other 
appendages, there are tw o plumed un 
Ie ii me, or feelers, on tilt* head, pro 
joe ted forward and outward, and a 
proboscis inclosing from two to six 
sharp lances so tine that their com­ 
bined points are smaller than thai of 
ii small needle. 
Like other insects, 
the mosquito does not grow after leav­ 
ing the pupil case. 
A gentleman once asked the writer 
why all mosquitoes appeared to he ma­ 
ture since all were about the same 
size. 
rids is the reason; 
The motlier mosquito when ready to 
lay her eggs dies aw ay to tho quiet 
fresh water and, supporting herself on 
her four front legs, uses her hind I 
to arrange her nest for the eggs in the 
form of a little boat and then leaves 
them floating in the oater. 
In a few 
days, if the weather is warm, the egg-. 
hatch a minute grub (not a little mos­ 
quito), coming out <>£ the bottom of 
each egg. 
These grubs eat ravenous 
ly, feeding on microscopic animals and 
plants, and in a few days we find our 
rainwater barrel swarming with “w ig­ 
glers." 


I Hiring the fortnight of existence in 
the larval state the little grub remains 
almost constantly with head down 
ward near the surface of the water, so 
that it may reach the air by a little 
tube attached to the end of its tail. 
T be air taken in through this tube cir­ 
culates all through the body to purify
